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THE NICKERSON FAMILY 
Compiled by William R, Yard, 195¢-1960 


The name, NICKERSON, is very common in the United States and people by that 
name are found in almost every part of the country. It is therefore very diff- 
icult, if not impossible, to trace the ancestry of any particular family - they 
are so numbrous and the given names are so similar, 


It is of record that a Moses Nickerson came to America from Ireland at a 
very early date; that a William Nickerson, b. in England in 1604, came to Amer- 
ica in 1637 and settled in Boston, Mass. Later he purchased land of the Indians 
and founded Chatham, Mass. Whether he was the ancestor of Abijah Nickerson is 
not at this time known, 


In the New England Register, Vol. 6, it stated that a William Nickerson 
married Mary Snow January 22, 1490, Their children were Mercy and Nicholas. 
In Vol, & it is recorded that a Nicholas Nickerson m. Deborah Chipman May 2, 
1722 at Chilmark, Mass. In the:same Vol. mention is made of a Seth Nickerson 
and his wife, Martha, at Provincetown, Mass,, at the northern point of Barnstable 
county and that of a Seth Nickerson and wife, Isabel, and of another Seth Nick- 
erson and wife Mary of Barnstable county. Also that a Seth Nickerson m, Mary 
Smith August 22, 1740 at Chatham, Barnstable county. Seth Smith, father of the 
above mentioned Mary Smith m., as his second wife, Mary Nickerson, Nov. 18, 1756. 


New England Register, Vol. 52 records that a William Nickerson married and 
had a son, Salathiel who was b. in 1779. This is doubtless an error as the 
following is recorded: "Salathiel Nickerson and wife, Sabrina, m. June 12, 
1780, had the following children: Eliza, Sabra, William, Oliver, Joshua, Polly, 
Salatheé@l, Ruth, Dorcas, Lurana, Rhoda, Sally, Emily, Rebeccah, Franklin who 
married a Lurana Young; Simeon, Caleb." 

(The foregoing notes were provided by Mrs. Mary Rownd Palmer, Pensacola, 
Fla., from notes left by her father, Rev, Wm. M. Rownd, a Baptist minister and 
uncle to the writer.) 


The name, as well as other known facts, would indicate strongly that the 
name Nickerson is of Scotch origin. However, a group of Nickerson's who had 
expressed freely their desire and love for freedom, were expelled from France 
in the days of the Huguenot's and escaped to Scotland. A large number of 
people by this name are said to have come from Scotland to Maryland but the 
date is unknown, 


It has not been definitely established but it is believed that the ancestors 
of Abijah Nickerson, my great-grandfather, were Thomas and Dorcas Sparrow Nick~ 
erson.who had a son, Seth Nickerson, father of Abijah Nickerson. However, some 
of these Nickerson's lived in Mass. while our Seth Nickerson lived in Vermont as 
will be shown later. Some of the Nickerson's who settled around Boston may have 
migrated to N, W. Mass, and Vermont, 


The obituary of Abijah Nickerson gives the information that at the time of 
his death he was the last survivor of nine brothers. This obituary was doubt~ 
less dictated by his daughter, Lurana Nickerson Rownd or by her husband, Will- 
iam Rownd, my maternal grandparents. 
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1. It is very definite that our line among the Nickerson's begins with Seth 
Nickerson who m. Lucy Elwell. We are without dates concerning their birth or 
place of birth but it was no doubt in Vermont that they had their home. Their 
children were: I Abijah, 2; Seth; Samuel; George; Ebenezer; II Tertullus, 3; 
Constant or Constantine; Eli; John; and Lucy. 


As far as we have the information only Abijah and Tertullus came west. There 
are pictures of Abijah and his wife and Tertullus and his wife in the old family 
album, now possessed by the writer, who has a faint memory that Tertullus and 
wife once came to visit his brother Abijah here in Washington county, 


The following is a copy of a letter sent by my CREE ye Mary Rownd Palmer and 
Suggests that Abijah went east to visit his brothers s ortly before moving from 
Ripley county, Ind, to Washington county, Iowa. 


ar Littsfield, Berkshire Co., Mass., 6/29/53. 


Dear wife After some trouble I succeeded in finding my two youngest brothers, 
Ely and John one in Pittsfield and the other in Lanux B co: Mass. My brother 
George lives in Liverpool near Serricuse Ondaga Co N Y I leave for Liverpool 
today on the cars From there home, Yours truly, 

As Nickerson. 


Ely doubtless means Eli; Lanux B Co means Lenox, Berkshire Co. and Serricuse 
Ondaga means Syracuse, Onondaga Co.. Records show that it was in April, 1853 
that Abijah Nickerson purchased land in Washington Co., Iowa and the family 
moved to this land in 1855 as will be shown later, This may explain his trip 
to Mass, in 1853, 


2. NICKERSON, Abijah, b. December 23, 1790, Bennington Co., Vermont, in the 
vicinity of Dorset, tiie oldest son of Seth Nickerson and Lucy Elwell Nickerson, 
He came to Chautauqua Co. N, Y. in 1817 and settled at Poland, or perhaps Poland 
Center which is on a river. He engaged in a lumber rafting business from Pol- 
and Center to Cincinnati, Ohio, from which city he often walked home after de- 
livering his raft load. As a young man and doubtless when-in N. Y, he united 
with a Baptist church and all his life maintained a strong religious faith. 


Abijah was united in marriage with Abagail Dolloff in 1818 in Chautauqua Co, 

N. Y. by a Rev. Mr. Palmer, They began their home life at a place called Doll- 
off's Mills in that county. She was b. in Rockingham Co., New Hampshire Dec- 
ember 25, 1784 and moved to Chautauqua Co. N. Y. prior to 1817. She was the 
daughter of Clement and Elizabeth Scribner Dolloff. Clement's parents were 
Amos and Sarah Dolloff and in turn the parents of Amos were 
Thomas and Lydia Dolloff. (Information from Mrs, Edna Wertz.) 
the name was also spelled Dolloffe and Dolhof, they moved to Ripley Co., Ind., 
in 1819 where they operated a general store for a time and then became farmers. 
They became the parents of four children: 

(I). NICKERSON, George Washington, b. Jan. 19, 1820. 4 

(II), NICKERSON, Eliza, b. April 22, 1822. 5 

(III). NICKERSON, Lurana, b. Aug. 7, 1825. 6 

(IV), NICKERSON, Mary Elizabeth, b. Sept. 7, 1827. 7 


The Book of Patents of Washington Co., Iowa, records that on April 29, 1853, 
Abijah Nickerson purchased from the Government 680 acres of land at $1.25 per 
acre, described as follows: The S3 and the NE of Sec, 12 and the SWz of the 
SEZ of Sec. 1 all in Jackson Twp. and the SWE of Sec. 7, Highland Twp., all in 
Washington Co, Iowa. April 6, 1854 he purchased the sri of the Si; of Sec. 1, 
where the cemetery is located, 40 acres more. 
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The Abijah Nickerson family, the William Rownd family and presumably the 
W. A, Watson family moved to this land in Washington county in the autumn of 
1855. The younger men came overland vaitn the machinery and stock while the 
other members of the families came by boat down the Ohio river and up the Miss-~ 
issippi to Muscatine, Iowa, and thence by stage to Washington. The Rock Island 
railroad was not built into Washington until 1858. The account of the purchase 
of land by William Rownd and others will be given in the record of their families, 

A small log house had been built on the SWi of the SEL of Sec. 1 and it is 
assumed that all lived in that house during the winter of 1855-1856. Abageil 
Dolloff Nickerson became ill in late winter and died on Feb. 10, 1856 and was 
buried "on the hill" in the last 40 bought by Abijah Nickerson. This after- 
ward was to become the Locust Grove cemetery, Some time later Abijah went back 
to New York and married a second wife, He brought her out to his Iowa home but 
the cramped conditions in which they had to live and the discomforts seemed not 
to her liking so she returned to New York and nothing further is known about her, 

Thereafter Abijah Nickerson imade his home with his daughter and her hus- 
band, the William Rownd family. As he aged he became quite frail and spent much 
of the time in bed as the writer remembers, He died on a Sunday afternoon, 
July 16, 1882. My father, Milton v, Yard, "laid him out" .as it was told in 
those days before undertakers had come into business as those caring for the 
dead. My grandfather, William Rownd, having been a carpenter in his younger 
days, made the "rough box" for the burial. ‘lhe only expense was a "kite-shape" 
casket which cost probably not more than $15.00 or $20.00. Tne body was borne 
to the cemetery, one-quarter mile east of his home, on a lumber wagon and laid 
to rest by the side of his wife, Abagail. He had made quite a journey for 
that day, from 5, WwW, Vermont to Washington county, Iowa by way of Chautauqua 
county N. Y. and Ripley county, Indiana. 


4. NICKERSON, George Washington, b, January 19, 1820, in Ripley €o., Ind- 
diana, the oldest child and only son of Abijah and dAbagail Nickerson; d. at 
Rising Sun, Ohio Co., Indiana, at the age of 19, Nothing is known as to why he 
was in that town, the cause of death or the place of burial. Such was life in 
a new and, as yet, an undeveloped country. 


de NICKERSON, Eliza, b. April 22, 1822 in Ripley Co., Indiana, the oldest 
daughter of Abijah and Abagail Nickerson; m. Rev. Jesse C. Harbin in the same 
county but the date is not known, ‘he Book of Patents of Washington county 
shows that he bought the NW; of Sec. 7, Highland Twp, same county, April 20, 
1853. This quarter section afterwards was bought by Thomas Davidson. Jesse 
Harbin also bought the SK of the SW of Sec. 6, same Twp., on May 2, 1853. 
On March 1, 1854 he bought the Si of the SWi of Sec. 6, This was afterward 
the home of Frank Davidson, half-brother to Thomas Davidson, The Harbin's, 
date unknown, moved to Waterloo, Iowa, to make their home. It is not known 
whether he served as a minister, Hliza d. July 1, 1661, presumably at Waterloo, 
She was buried "on the hill" by the side of her mother, They were the parents 
of at least one child, a son, George WJ. Harbin. It is known that he lived in 
the femily home after his mother's death but nothing is known as to what be- 
came of Rev. Jesse ©, Harbin nor of his son George, except that in a diary 
kept by William Rownd we found "George Harbin and Mellie were here." It was 
dated August 8, 1883. The land that Jesse bought was sold later as is indica- 
ted above, We have no further knowledge of who Mellie might have been, whether 
a wife or sister but she was probably his wife. 


6. NICKERSON, Lurana, b. Aug. 7, 1825 in Ripley Co., Ind., the second daugh- 
ter of Abijah and Abagail Nickerson. The name, Lurana, seems to have been used 
by both the Nickerson and Dolloff families. 
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After some research, Rufus E, Young, Washington, D. C., found the following: | 
"Loruhata, (Leurania or’ Luraney) Wlwell, m. Barnaba Bangs in 1751 at, Harwick, 
now Brewster, Mass. an@ soon thereafter they went to Gorham, Me." The name, 
"Lurana" may be a contraction of "Loruhana." We do know that Lurana Nickerson 
Rownd was a granddaughter of Lucy Elwell Nickerson. Lurana Nickerson m. Will- 
dam Rownd in Ripley Co., Ind., November 25, 1847. This united the Nickerson and 
Rownd families. The record of their marriage, their family and their removal to 
Iowa in 1855 will be given in the Rownd geneology which follows the Nickerson 
tree, 


7. NICKERSON, Mary Elizabeth, (Polly), b. Sept. 7, 1827, in Hipley Co., Ind., 
the third daughter of Abijah and Abagail Nickerson. She m. a Methodist minister 
in Indiana about 1847. As far as we know they came to Iowa in 1855 with the 
Nickerson and Rownd families, They made their home on the SE; of Sec, 12, Jack- 
son Twp. which had been given to Mrs. Watson by her parents, soon after it was 
bought from the Government, on May 25, 1853. In the records of Washington Co., 
Towa it is indicated that Abagail Rownd, the mother of Mary Elizabeth Watson, 
could not sign her name except with a mar - William Watson was away from home 
much of the time, preaching, so the management of the home was quite largely 
under the management of the wife, Aunt Polly, Not too much is known about their 
family but it is known that they were the parents of seven children: 

1. WATSON, George A. b, Nov. 24, 1848, Ripley Co., Ind. m. Sarah A. Apple- 
by. No further details. 
2. WATSON, Annabelle, b. 1€50 or 1851, Ripley Co., Ind. m. Benjamin Cole- 
man Nov, 1, 1886, No further details, 
3. WATSON, Rose, b. 1853 or 1854, Ripley Co., Ind. m. a Gus Vaughn. No 
futher details, 
4. WATSON, James V., b. Nov. 1658, Washington Co., Iowa. m. Agnes i, 
Copeland. No further details, 
2. WATSON, Wilbur Wl. (Dock), b. Sept. 1860, Washington Co., Iowa; m | 
Harriett J. Adams Sept, 22, 1902 in Washington, No further details, 
6. WATSON, Emery, b. 1862 or 1863, Washington Co., and we have no further 
details, 
7. WATSON, Pearl June, b. about 1866 in Washington Co., m. Henry (Hod) 
Davis about 1891 in Washington Co. The writer's memory is that they lived on 
a farm for some time and then separated, Whether they had other children or not 
ids not known but they had at least one son; 
(1). DAVIS, Earl C. Sept. 3, 1892, Washington Co., Towa, m. Mary Jane 
Ross June 4, 1912. She was b. Feb. 23, 1894 in Phillips lo,, Kansas. ‘hey had 
at least one child, a daughter: 
A. DAVIS, Edna Pearl, b. Nov. 15, 1915 at Colorado Springs, Coloes hr. 
Harlen Stanley Wertz Oct. 15, 1933. He was b. Aug. 16, 1911 at Nortonville, N. 
Dak. ‘they had at least one child, a son: they now live at Deming, N. Mexico, 
(A), WERTZ, Mervyn %,, b, April 26, 1843, Pocatello, Idaho. We regret 
having so little to record from the W. A, Watson family. We learned recently 
that Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Nickerson Watson, (Aunt Polly) died Sept. 1, 1909 at 
Palmer Lake, Colo., and is buried there, It is the writer's memory that William 
A, watson went west before the old home in Jackson Twp. was broken up by marri- 
ages and removals. He doubtless died there, but I have no knowledge as to his 
lest resting place, 


If one had the time, money and strength to examine the records in Benning- 
ton Co., Vermont, Berkshire and Barnstable counties in Mass., and Chautauqua Co, 
N. Y. doubtless much interesting and accurate information might be found about 
the Nickerson-Dolloff families. With the information we have it is very diff- 
icult to separate the various families we know about and to discover those who 
were our armestors, 
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But it is evident that the parents, or at least the grandparents of Abijah 
Nickerson and Abagail Dolloff came to America at a very early date, at least as 
early as 1680, and settled in New England, The westward trek began as early as 
1817 for Abijah Nickerson and the Dolloff's were there on his arrival in Chau- 
tauqua Co., N. Y. where he was married. Then the Nickereon—Dolloff team came 
on to Ripley Co., Indiana in 1819 and still farther west, to Lowa, in 1855. 
Although travel was slow and dangerous their journeys indicate a courageous and 
venturesome spirit. But they came toward the setting of the sun and we, of this 
generation, are the beneficiaries of these pioneers, 


8. NICKERSON, Edwin F., about whom we have no dates of birth or place of 
birth, The next year after Abijah Nickerson bought the 680 acres of land in 
Washington Co., Iowa, the records show that this man bought the NWz of Sec, 6 
in Highland Twp. Washington Co, at $1.25 per acre. There is no evidence that 
he ever came west. ‘he diaries of William Rovmd indicate definitely that Will- 
iam served as his agent in the payment of taxes and collection of rentals, Re- 
ceipts show that this Edwin Nickerson lived at Cheshire, Berkshire Co,, Mass. 
William Rownd wrote a letter to him January 30, 1872 and received $55.00 from 
him to pay taxes July 20, 1872. Mention of him was made at earlier dates in 
the diaries of William Rownd, who sent a draft to Edwin January 15, 1876 for 
$821.75. The land was sold to Thomas Brannen, who later lived on that quarter 
section, December 17, 1874 at $25.00 per acre. A registered letter was sent to 
E. F, Nickerson by William Rownd February 28, 1879 but there is no mention of 
the contents of the letter, There was mentioned an Almeda Nickerson whom, it 
appears, was Edwin's wife. His home was at Chesire, Berkshire Co., Mass, 


9. OTHER NICKERSON'S 


A Laura Nickerson m, a Dr. Huff and they lived in Sigourney, Iowa, and it 
is my menory that she was a cousin of my mother but I have no certain record, 
They had a daughter who died at 18 months whose picture is in the old family 
album. No further details, except that a William Nickerson and Laura visited at 
William Rownd's, William Nickerson could have been Laura's father but again 
we do not know who William Nickerson was or his connection, if any, with the 
Abijah Nickerson's, 


A Melinda Nickerson came, with Aunt Polly Watson, to visit at the William 
Rownd home July 4, 1887. 


Also from William Rownd's diaries it is stated that a Dr. Nickerson came 
to visit the Rownd's October 14, 1873. ‘here are no details as to his relation- 
ship to Abijah Nickerson, if any. 


There are in the old family album pictures of Amos Nickerson and his wife, 
taken by the A. E, Alden "rooms", as they were called, at Troy, Rensselaer Co., 
and at Sarasota Springs, Sarasota Co., N. Y., both not far west of the Massa-~ 
chusetts—Vermont state line, What relationship there may have been the writer 
does not know, 


3. NICKERSON, T. (According to the History of Jackson Co., Iowa, published 
in 1879 was, no doubt a brother to Abijah with the name Tertullus) He was Oy 
May 19, 1794 at Manchester, Bennington Co., Vermont. Manchester was not too 
far from Dorset in the same county where Abijah was born, especially South 
Dorset. This corresponds well with the birth date of Abijah which was on Decem- 
ber 23, 1790 and Tertullus could well have been the third child as Abijah was 
the oldest of nine brothers. Tertullus m. Hannah Klimpton March 22, 1822. ‘She 
was b. the same year and in the same locality as was he. They came to Icwa

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THE ROWND FAMILY of SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND 
Compiled by William R, Yard, 1954-1960 


The Name, ROWND, is a name to conjure with on account of uncertainty in 
the matter of dates and the different spellings uscd. The William Rownd family 
and most of his inmediate relatives have used the "w'! although one or two of his 
brothers in Indiana have used the "u", There have been these spellings: Rownd, 
Rounds, Rown, and LeRonde, the last two suggest a French, or Celtic, orgin, al- 
though it is very certain that our immediate ancestors came from England, 


The oldest record of the Rownd's in this country was sent to me by Mrs, 
Dora Mosely Young, who at that time lived at 316 N. Rosemore Aves, Los Angeles, 
Calif. She was a descendant of the William Rownd mentioned hereafter, whose 
wife was Martha Wood Rownd. This William Rownd lived in Somerset Co., Maryland, 
Which, at that time, included Worcester Co., which was "erected" out of Somer- 
set Co. in 1742, This line of Rownd's will be given as Mrs, Young gave it to 
me some years ago. 


The following is of record in a County Court Note Book of the old original 
Somerset Co., before Worcester Co. was erected out of it, under date of June 10, 
1687: "Samuel Davis, Minister, buys of Willian Rownd, merchant, and his wife 
Martha, 167 acres, part of the original patent called Mulberry Grove, for 3500 
pounds of tobacco, the tract now being called Grove," Whether there was any 
relationship between this William lownd and Captain Williaa Rownd of Snow Hill, 
Maryland, in the new Worcester Co., is not knowmm, Captain Willian Rownd was an 
_ immediate ancestor of our Willian Rownd as we shall sec, 


The following data was sent me by Mrs. Dora Moseley Young, a descendant of 
the William Rownd who bought the land of Samel Davis in 1687. It was the writ- 
er's privilege to have a short visit with Mrs, Young when in Los Angeles in 
June, 1939: The numerals probably indicate generations rather than the children 
of one family:

58. A family of Rownd's lived on a farm between Cedar Falls and Waterloo, 
Iowa, some years ago. It is my understanding that they used the "u" instead of 
the "w" but I may be mistaken, I passed their home several times and once 
stopped to make inquiry but no one was home. I learned afterwards that this 
man Was a grandson of the Rev. James ki. and Martha Hill Rownd mentioned in (35) 
above. Whether his father was Henry J, Hownd, A. or not I do not know or wheth- 
er he was another son of the J. M. Rownd's. Rev. and lirs, Jamos M. Rownd were, 
for some years missionaries of the Methodist church in the orient and after 
retirement were living in the vicinity of Chicago, Ill. 


There must have been many descendants of the William Rownd and Martha Woods 
Rownd who sold Mulberry Grove in Somerset Co., Md. to Samuel Davis in 1687. 
This William Rownd could have been closely related to the Willian Rownd, sea~ 
Captain, who lived at Snow Hill, Md. and is the progenerator of the line of 
Rownd's from Worcester Co., Md., to which line I belong and the account of whom 
will follow this sketch of the Somerset Nownd's,

The change in Spelling from a "Ww" to a "ull 
and adding the "s" may have been the mistake of the recorder or it could be that 
Ara James had changed the spelling himself. Available information states that 
he died March 4, 1916 at an advanced age. He would have been 96, He had marr- 
ied Sarah Ann King, a Baptist minister, date unknown, She was born April 6, 
1822 and died Oct. 6, 1884. Both are buried in the Mud Pike Baptist cemetery 
at Delaware, Ind.; their children were the following but we are puzzled as to 
the spelling we should use:

of A. J. Rownd would not have been sent there for burial. 


ROWND-NICKIiSON FAMILY 


12. ROWND, William, 5th child of Joshua and Hannah Shockley Rownd, was b, 
January 11, 1822 in \orcester Co., Md. in the vicinity of Snow Hill, It seems 
that the Joshua Rownd family came to Ripley Co., Ind. about 1863, It was a part 
of the story of the trek that William, as a boy of 14, walked from Maryland to 
Pittsburg, Pa., on the way west. How other members of the family came is not 
known. While living in Ripley Co., he met and married Lurana Nickerson, daugh- 
ter of Abijah and Abagail Dolloff Nickerson November 25, 1847, She was born in 
that county August 7, 1825, In Indiana William worked as a carpenter and later 
lived on a farm. It seems that Abijah Nickerson, William Rownd and other in- 
laws decided to come farther west. The records of Washington Co., Iowa, indicate 
that Abijah Nickerson bought from the Government, by patent, the following at 
$1.25 per acre: The Shand the NEL of Sec, 12 and the SWEof Sec. 1, all in # af SEL 
Jackson Twp., Washington Co. and SW of Sec. 7 in Highland Twp., same county, 
680 acres in all, April 29, 1853. The same day William Rownd bought by patent 
at $1.25 per acre the NWz of Sec. 12; the SEz of Siz and the Nig of the NE of 
Sec. 1, all in Jackson Twp., 240 acres. Also the same Gay and at the same price, 
Rev. Jesse C, Harbin, husband of Lliza Nickerson, bought the Nz of Sec, fs 
Highland Twp. This quarter afterwards became the property of Thomas Davidson, 
Later on Abijah Nickerson bought the SE, of the SEg of Sec. 1, Jackson Twp. , 
where the cemetery was laid out, 

The families did not move to Iowa until the autumn of 1855. These included 
at least the Nickerson's and the Rownd's, The Watson's came in 1854 and the 
Harbin's in 1859, Some of the men came overland with the furniture, machinery 
and stock while the families came by boat by way of the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers to Muscatine, Iowa, and then to Washington by stage. The Rock Island R.R. 
was not built as far as Washington until 1858. ‘The first houses were either 
built of logs or by lumber hauled from Iowa City. In any case the folks lived 
in very cramped and inconvenient quarters, 

While still living in Indiana, very soon after he purchased it from the 
Gov, Abijah Nickerson and wife deeded to his daughter, Lurana Nickerson Rownd, 
the SW of Sec. 12 and to Mary Elizabeth Nickerson Watson, another daughter, the 
SEz of Sec. 12, March 12, 1874 William Rownd sold to Wm. A. Watson the SEZ of 
the NE; of Sec. 12. It is not know Just when William Rownd obtained that 40 
acres from Abijah Nickerson. ‘the records show there was much changing of owner- 
ship of certain 40's or 80's, the reasons for such transfers are not known. 

William Rownd sold the NW corner of the NW; of Sec. 12 to the school dis- 
trict, Fairview, for $1.00 in February, 1856, and a building was erected on 
that spot soon afterward. The SE; of the SEx of Sec. 1 was secured by him from 
Abijah Nickerson, the time not known. It was upon the south-east corner of 
that 40 that Abigail Dolloff Nickerson was buried in Feb., 1856, William and 
Lurana Rownd sold that corner to a cemetery association for 5.00 September ts 
1861. The dimensions from the southeast corner were: 11 rods N: 9 rods W.: 

S. 11 rods; E. 9..rods to the starting point. It was named the "Locust Grove 
Cemetery" seemingly because there was a locust grove on the corner, but it was 
commonly known as the "Rownd Cemetery," 
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This Rownd was a Justice of the Peace in and for Jackson Twp. for a number 
of years and was generally know as "Squire" Rownd. During the ilexican War, 
while he lived in Indiana and was still a single man, he organized a company 
of soldiers for that conflict and he was elected its Captain. The company pre- 
pared for the war, but was never called into service because of the closing of 
that war. He affiliated with the Masonic Lodge in Lebanon, Ind. in June 1845 
_ and at the time of his death was said by Howard A, Burrell, editor of the Wash- 
ington. Press, to be the oldest Mason in Iowa, nearly 66 years. After leaving 
the farm in 1887 and moving to Washington to live he was elected as one of the 
County Supervisors and served more than two terms. His frugality concerning 
the use of the tax-payers money won for him universal praise, 

Hither by gift or Sale, he divided most of his land among his children 
during his life time. In the main, that which came into the possession of the 
boys was by gift while that which came to be possessed by the girls was by sale, 
as we shall be informed later. Alice, the youngest daughter, having remained at 
home, unmarried, was given the west "Creek 80", in Iowa Twp. in appreciation 
for her services. Lurana Nickerson Rownd died in the Washington home on West 
Second St, March 21, 1908 and William died there March 11, 1911. Both-are bur- 
ied in Elm Grove cemetery in Washington. They had a family of 7 children:

They lived in 
a small two-room house on the "40" until the fall of 1879 when they built a large 
five-bedroom house on the same 40, which was their home until March, 1894 when 
they moved near Crawfordsville, Ia. The above purchases were made Nov. 7, 1873.

amenber, After her mother's death she lived with her father and following his 
death she lived alone. As her share of the family holdings, she was given by 
her father the west half of what was known as the "Creek Quarter Section’! of 
land in Iowa Twp. She died May 17, 1942 in Washington and was buried in Elm 
Grove in the family lot. She had not married, 


The foregoing sketch, beginning with William Rownd, 12, and Lurana Nicker- 
son Rownd, and their descendants, centers largely in them, especially for those 
of us who grew up in the knowledge of them and their home. It seems fitting to 
close this particular part of this geneology with some of his own sentiments - 
which were found in one of his old copy books and which were evidently written 
in Ripley County, Ind., when he was about 22 years old, They read as follows: 

"When we take a view of the state of mankind during the ages that are past 
it presents, on the whole, a melancholy scene of intellectual darkness, Not 
only Rome wut every republic of former ages has been destroyed by ignorance. 
Seditious persons, by seeking honor, have destroyed governments and although 
we now boast of our republicanism I fear the time is not far distant when our 
republic will be shaken to the center, for when the time comes that he who can 
make the greatest stir among the people is the smartest man in the eyes of the 
people our liberty hangs on a brittle thread. Seditions are now rising and ri- 
ots arc raising and the politics of the day causes great excitement and there- 
fore I think it is time to unite ourselves as brothers trying to sustain their 
father in old age, for unless we do our government will fall to ruin and our 
Constitution, so dearly bought by the blood of our fathers, will be torn asun- 
der and the contents scattered to the winds of heaven,"! 

The above was written about 1844 and the following paragraph, written with 
a different color of ink and evidently at a later time, was also found: "Since 
the above has been on record many things have transpired to convince the mind 
that it is founded on fact. The prospect of the future looks gloomy," (This 
was written Nov, 13, 1847, just after the Mexican War and he may have been re- 
ferring to conditions before and after that event.) It will be remanbered that 
he recruited a company of soldiers for that War and was elected its Captain, 
but that the company was not called into service because the war closed, 
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However, to the mind of the writer the above sentiments are very sobering 
and suggest that my grandfather was a man of stalwart principles and that he was 
much concerned for the future of our country. Yet our country has gone on for 
over 100 years since those sentiments were written, There are still dangers 
and plenty of them that may well disturb us out of our complacency but our nation 
still lives and scems to be growing in power and in influende abroad, Our great— 
est danger would seem to be our complacent take~it-for-granted attitudes, What 
would men of his day think if they knew all that we, of this generation, have 
passed through! God has showered His richest blessings upon us and one of the 
greatest blessing would seem to be the constant stream of people wno, in each 
generation, have been folks who have stood on high principles, May we not strong- 
ly hope and believe that people of such noble principles will always be in this 
nation to live and to act for the preservation of this nation and for its growth 


We shall revert now to such facts as are known concerning the families of 
the Joshua Rownd, 3, family who were younger than Willian Rownd (12), 


13. ROWND, Robert, 7th child of Joshua (3. and Hannah Shockley Rownd, was 
b. Jan, 8, 1826 in Worcester Co., Md. Married Matilda Moreland, date unknown, 
In wonnection with the sketch of William Rownd (12) in the history of Washing- 
ton County, it is recorded that Robert Rownd came to lowa in 1854. If this is 
true he is the poineer of the Rownd family to move to Iowa. In the William 
Rownd diary of Feb. 6, 1878, it is stated, "Attcnded Robert Rownd's sale today." 
In the record of deeds of Washington county we find that Robert Rownd bought of 
Harry Mozingo the S$ of the SWz of Sec, 28, Township 77, Range 6, (Iowa), 80 
acres Jan. 6, 1866; that he sold the east 40 of the 80 acres to John A, Meeks 
January 3, 1867 and the west 40, the Swe of the SW of Sec, 28, Iowa Twp., to 
Andrew Lansey in 1878, a short vhile before his sale, The family moved to Red 
Cloud, Webster Co., Nebr. that Spring where both died later, They are buried 
there. A Mrs. Eunice Rownd Nelson was living in Des Moines, Iowa a few years 
ago but no contact with her has been possible. No further information, 


14, ROWND, Zilpah Ann, 9th child of Joshua, 3, Rownd and wife, was b. 
April 18, 1831 in Worcester Co,., Md.; married Orrin Wilson in Ripley Co., Ind., 
date unknown. In William Rownd's diary we have: "Sent Orin Wilson, Moores 
Hill, Ind., $30," but the reason for sending the money was not given but all 
available evidence seems to take us to the conclusion that this family came to 
Washington Co., Iowa first and then moved farther west and to Red Cloud, Nebr., 
to the same community where her brother Robert and family lived. No further 
details, 


15. ROWND, Hannah, 10th child of Joshua,3, Rownd and wife, was b. Feb. 2. 
1833, Worcester Co., Md.; married Zam Wilson, brother to Orrin, in Ripley Co., 
Ind., date unknown. It is known that they reared quito a large family but 
little else is known except that one of the boys, Dave Wilson, came to Washing- 
ton Co., and worked on the farm for my father, Milton D. Yard, William Rownd 
also wrote about visiting this family in Indiana. 


16, ROWD, Lucretia, 12th child of Joshua,3, Rownd and wife, was b. Nov, 
25, 1838, Ripley Co.; after the Joshua Rownd family moved from Worcester Co., 
Md, to Ripley Co., Ind.; married Nathaniel Bratten, brother of William Bratten 
who m, Martha Rownd, date unknown, It scems evident that they lived at Milan, 
Ind., where Lucretia is buried, Doubtless Nathanicl was buried there also, 
They were the parents of three children: 
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1. BRATTEN, James Monroe, b. May 6, 1858 in Pierceville, Ind.; came to 

Towa as a young man and worked on the farm for some years for my father, Milton 
D, Yard, Later he worked for other farmers end then took a position as a soales-~ 
man in a clothing store, He became head clerk and general manager and contin- 
ued in that business until his retirement. Married Amy Smyth May 7, 1885 in 
Washington, She was b. May 23, 1865 in Washington and died there in November, 
1938. Monroe died in Jan, 1945. Both are buried in lm Grove in Washington, 
They were the parents of three children:

3- BRAITEN, Andrew, son of Nathaniel and Lucretia Brattcn, was b. about 
1862, presumably at Pierceville, Ind., where the family then made their home, 
He served as a salesman (Drummer) on the trains of various railroads, princi- 
pally in the southwest. He was not married. No further details arc known. 


4. BRATTEN, George Edmund, son of Nathaniel Bratten and his 2nd wife, 
Julia Ann 3 b. May 8, 1866 at Pierceville, Ind., married Carric Daven- 
port Dec, 2, 1894; she died Dec. 10, 1949 and George dicd Dec. 28, 1949. Place 
of burial not known but presumably at Picrceville. they were the parents of 
four children but no details are known, 


This concludes our attompt to write a geneology of the NICKERSON and

THE NICKERSON'S IN ENGLAND 


From the records obtainable it seems the name has been spelled in several ways 
such as Nixsen, Nickarson, Nicholson, and Nickerson, 


1. NIXSEN, Thomas, earliest known ancestor of what is now the Nickerson family 
in America, was b. about 1515. His wife's name was Margaret, sister of Richard 
Rudde of Norwich, Eng. It is quite evident that they had at least two sons, 
Robert and Thomas, 


o.3 NICKERSON, Robert, (Some authorities say Thomas), son of Thomas Nixsen, 
(1) whose wife's name was Alice « He was known as a Yoeman, 


3. NICKERSON, William, son of Robert (2) and Alice Nickerson, 
was baptized at St. Peters, presumably at St, Etherlreds, Norwich, Dec. 19, 1571. 
His wife's name is unknown, William became the first immigrant among the 
Nickerson's to America,

THE NICKERSON FAMILY IN AMERICA 


1. WICKERSON William, son of William and Alice Nickerson was b, 
about 1604 at St. Etherlreds, Norwich, England, About 1627 he m, Ann, or Anne, 
Busby, daughter of Nicholas and Bridget Cooke Néekersen, Anne was baptized at 
Norwich Feb. 2, 1607/8, her birth date unknowm. It seems that largely on account 
of persecution for their religious beliefs they left Yarmouth, England aboard the 
John and Dorothy for America April 15, 1637 and arrived in Boston, Mass, in June 
following. The Busby's came on the same boat, settling in Boston while the Nicker- 
son's settled in Barnstable, Cape Cod, Mass. Later they went to Boston to care 
for the Busby's and then back to what is now Chatham, Mass. He made three large 
purchases of land of the Indians amounting to about 16 Square miles, practically 
the whole of Chatham, then called Monomoyick, which had numerous different spell- 
ings, It seems he was the first white man to settle in that vicinity. He seems 
to have been quite a contentious man, being frequently in court, sometime winning 
his case and sometimes losing, He was willful and obstinate and by trade a weaver, 
He d. between Aug. 30, 1689 and Sept. 8, 1690. Anne's death was before Aug. 30, 
1689 as she did not sign his deed of that date. He disposed of his property before 
his death so his name does not appear on the probate records, Their children were: 

NICKERSON, Nicholas, b. in England; m. Mary Darby or Derby at Yarmouth, Mass.; 
reared a family and d. before March 26, 1681/2. Mary d. March 16, 1705/6. 
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NICKERSON, Robert, b. in England, m. and reared a family but the name of his 
wife is unknown, He d. before July 22, 1713. 


NICKERSON Elizabeth, b. in England, m, Robert Eldred. 
? 
NICKERSON, Anne, b. in England, m. Trustum Hedges. 


NICKERSON, Samuel, b. in New England, m. Mary Bell at Yarmouth. Later they 
moved to Harwich, Mass. where he d. before Sept. 3, 1719. 


NICKERSON, John, b. in New England, m. Sarah Thomas. They reared a family 
there. He d. before Aug. 6, 1725. 


NICKERSON, William, b. at Yarmouth, Mass., m. Mercy Williams. (See more 
information at (2) below. ) 


NICKERSON | Sarah, b. in New England; m, Nathaniel Covel. 


NICKERSON, Joseph, b. at Yarmouth, Dec. 1647; m, M. Ruhamah Jones, 
reared a family, d. after 1725. His wife d. before that date. 
The order of the names of the children, above, may not be correct, 


2. NICKERSON, William, son of William (1) and Anne Busby Nickerson, was b, at 
Yarmouth, date unknown. He was baptized at Yarmouth June 1, 1646. m, Marey, or 
Mercy, Williams Nov. 30, 1668 at Chatham, Mass. She was the daughter of Thomas 
and Elizabeth Tate Williams, He was a soldier in King Phillips' War. He d. before 
April 7, 1719 and she d. April 7, 1739, aged between 90 and 95 years, leaving over 
150 descendants, Their children were: William, Thomas, Mercy, Elizabeth, Judith, 
Nathaneal and Robert (Not verified. ) 


3. NICKERSON, Thomas, son of William (2) and Mercy Williams Nickerson, was b. 
about 1670 at Monomoit, Mass. (One record says Chatham). m. Mary Bangs, daughter 
of Jonathan and Mary Mayo Bangs, about 1690 or 1691 at . Mary was 
b. April 14, 1671 at Eastham, Mass. Their children were: Jonathan, Mercy, Thomas, 
William, Ebenezer, Edward, Nathaniel, Mary, Thankful. All were baptized in Brewster, 
Mass,, Oct. 7, 1709. (One authority adds a son, Seth.) One married daughter with 
seven children moved to Dutch Creek, Pa. Thomas was known as the Lieut. of a 
military company. Mary was admitted to the church at Brewster Nov. 14, 1708 and 
was dismissed from Brewster to Chatham July 17, 1728. Thomas d, between Aug. 14, 
1735 and sug. 3, 1736 and Mary d. between Oct, 21, 1736 and July 10, 1745. 


4. NICKERSON, Ebenezer, son of Thomas (3) and Mary Bangs Nickerson, was b. about 
1700 or earlier. He was baptized Oct. 7, 1709 at Brewster, with his brothers and 
Sisters, m. Constance Covell, It seems they lived for some time at Chatham, Mass., 
but may have moved later to Phillips Patent, N. Y., or, it could be that his Son, 
Constant, lived there as a tax was raised on the estate of Constant Nickerson in 
that place in 1777. Ebenezer was, by occupation, a yoeman and was listed as a 
Captain as early as 1734. He conveyed land to John Young June 25, 1736. He was 
of the Separatist or New Light faith. Records of their deaths are not available, 
Their children were: Seth, Nathan, Thomas, Doreas, Timothy, Uriah and Constant. 


5+ NICKERSON, Seth, son of Ebenezer (4) and Constance Covell Nickerson, was 
b. probably about 1720-1725. He m. Mary Smith (7) Aug. 22, 1740. She was mentioned 
in his will and died before Seth did as there was a codicil dated April pee Cee 
She was buried at Franklin, N. Y. Seth was a Captain of a whaling vessel, He 
Signed a deed Dec. 9, 1797 and was living when taxes were paid-in*Franklin, N. Y., 
in 1798. As of April 24, 1747, his residence was at Ridgefield, Conn., so he must 
have moved to Franklin (Patterson) N, Y, in South Precinct, Dutchess Co., about 1773. 
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The children of Seth and Constance were: Seth, Gideon, Constant, Joshua, Anna, 
Mary, Elizabeth, Susanna and Dorcas. : 
6, NICKERSON, Constant, son of Seth (5) and Mary Smith (?) Nickerson, and 

numbered 376 XXI in Volume 2, was b. probably about 1742 or a bit later, the place 
unknown, but they lived later on in Bennington Co., Vt.; m. Lucy Elwell, date un- 
known, Constant d. probably about 1801 as it was recorded that his death occurred 
when Tertullus was seven years old. Their children, whose names may not be in the 
proper order, were: Seth, Ebenezer, Samuel Abijah, George, Tertullus, Eli, John, 
Constant, Lucy. His wife, after his death, m. a Mr. Van Dusen concerning whom we 
have no information, Mary d. at the home of her son, John, at Lenox, Mass. about 
1842. 


7, NICKERSON, Abijah, son of Constant (6) and Lucy Elwell Nickerson, was b. 
Dec. 23, 1790 in Bennington Co., Vt. (To continue this genealogy see my genealogy, 
page 2 at No. 2. Note that Abijah's father was Constant, not Seth, as is stated 
in that genealogy.)

The Dolloff family is undoubtedly of Russian origin. There are many people 
by that name and the tracing of all the families would be too large an assignment 
for this genealogy so we have limited our tree to those who are our immediate 
ancestors as far as we know about them.

Mrs. Earl M. Allen 
(Dorothea Dolloff) has also been of much assistance to mee As with myself she is 
connected with both the Nickerson's and the Dolloff's, as the following will show:

DOLLOFF, John Henry, b. Hudson, Maine, date unknown. m. a Grace Nickerson who 
was b. Feb. 16, 1863 at Chatham, Mass, They were the parents of Dorothea. We 
have no other information concerning them, 


YOUNG, Rebecca, was presumably born in England. She m. first, a man by the name 
of Dist. They had at least one child, Laura, who m, a Mr. Eals. Mrs. Fish m. 
as her second husband James Dolloff, Hudson, Maine. At least one son was born to 
them, John Henry Dolloff. 


We come now to the immediate Dolloff ancestors of the NICKERSON-DOLLOFF descen- 
dants. This is a fuller account than is found in my genealogy, Page 2, second 
paragraph under 2, NICKERSON, 


It seems that the name has been spelled as Dolof, Dolloffe and Dolloff. In 
the history of Exeter, N. H, it is recorded that one Christian Dolloff came to 
America in 1667 and died here in 1708. His first wife's name was Rachel and his 
second wife's name was Sarah, but their family names are not known, At least one 
son was born to this Christian Dolloff whose name was Samuel who was b. and 
lived in Epsom, N. H. 
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In the history of Northfield, N. H., it is recorded that the Dolloff's were 
of Russian origin so the statement made at the beginning of this sketch must be 
true. According to that record the first one to come to America was Christopher 
Dolloff. This could be the same person as was mentioned above as Christian, In 
still another volume it is recorded again that Christain Dolloff was a Russians 
There were some great musicians and people of other talents who were Russians so 
no one need to be ashamed of any Russian blood that may be in his veins. 


We are repeating here, in different form, that which is recorded in my 
genealogy on Page 2. 


1. DOLLOFF, Thomas, whose wife was Lydia . They had at least one 
son, Amos, There may have been other children. 


2, DOLLOFF, Amos, son of Thomas (1) and Lydia Dolloff. Hem.

1819 the Nickerson's moved to Ripley Co., Ind., where they operated a general 
store and later engaged in farming.
